ITALY ENVOYS 
QUIT TURKEY. 


SAYS REPORT 


London August 13.—Events in the 
Dardanelles, where the newly rein 
■forced allied armies are vigorously 
striving to bore their way through to 
Russia with much needed ammuni­ 
tion, were featured Thursday by a 
dispatch to the Paris Temps irom 
Geneva, which forwards an Austrian 
dispatch announcing Italian consuls 
have left Turkish territory and that 
Italian interests have been coniided 
to American officials. 
A rupture between the nations long 
has been imminent, needing only an 
overt act of sizable proportion to pre­ 
cipitate conflict. 
The Italians 
long ha\e 
coveted 
Turkish insular 
possessions 
in the 
eastern Mediterranean, notably Smyr­ 
na, eagerly sought, also, by Greece, 
and it is thought would claim many 
of these as the price of intervention 
when peace is declared, if they al­ 
ready have not so stipulated in the 
pact recently signed hv the quadruple 
entente.

RUSSlIUEAVE 
WARSAW INTACT 


Lodz, Russian Poland, August 13 
The city of Warsaw, the center of 
the recent colossal campaign for the 
Vistula line, suffered comparatively 
little front the battles which raged 
around it and from the process of its 
evacuation b> the Russians. 
Although fears had been expressed 
that the Russians in leaving the city 
might repeat the century-old prece­ 
dent at Moscow and set the town on 
fire they did not do so. 
The water, gas and electric plants 
were left in working order, and only 
in Praga were the water mains dam­ 
aged in several places by explosions. 
The Russians retired in such haste 
at the last moment that they omiti«-d 
to carry out many measures they had 
planned 
A whole park of automo­ 
biles and carriages which had been 
collected for removal was 
left 
be­ 
hind.

CIVIL WAR'S BUY 
HERO IS RETIRED 


Washington. August 
13 
The last 
Civil war veteran in active service 
in the United States army was re­ 
move: from the 
rolls 
today. 
Col. 
John L Clem, the “Drummer Boy of 
Chiekamauga," was placed on the r€* 
tired list for age. Col. Clem, who for 
several years has been chief Quarter­ 
master of the central division of the 
army, is the last Civil war veteran 
on the regular pay roll. 
He went 
through the war with the Twenty-sec­ 
ond Michigan regiment. 
Before "Little Johnny’’ Clem, as he 
is known to this day, was l ' years 
old he was in the Union ranks. 
At 
the age of 12 he had three bullet holes 
put through his cap. his pony was 
shot from, under him, and he was 
wounded several times. 
The story ot Col. Clem's military 
career reads like fiction. 
He first 
attempted to obtain a place as a drum­ 
mer to Capt. McDougal of the Third 
Ohio regiment 
His infantile services 
were rejected, but when the regiment 
boarded cars at his home town of 
Newark, O., he climbed aboard and 
went with the soldiers to Cincinnati. 
There he offered himself to the Twen­ 
ty-second Michigan regiment, but was 
again rejected on account of his size 
and years. 
The motherless boy insisted on ac­ 
companying the soldiers to the iron , 
and he went with the regiment with­ 
out acceptance until he was beating 
the "long roll" at Shiloh in April, 


1st;2 
His soldiery spirit so won the 
confidence and admiration of the offi 
. ers iliai May 1, 1862, he was enlisted 
at Covington, Ky., as a drummer, l«i' 
er he served as a marker. 
A piece ot 
shell smashed the boy’s drum. This 
experience won for him the title ot 
"Johnnv Shiloh."
